Now, therefore, the following draft of certain rules further to amend the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945, which 
the Central Government propose to make in exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 12 and 33 ol the Drugs and 
Cosmetics Act, 1940 (23 of 1940), is hereby published as required by Sections 12 and 33 of the said Act for the information 
of all persons likely to be affected thereby, and the notice is hereby giver that the said draft will be taken into consideration 
on or after the expiry of a period of forty-five days from the date on which the copies ol the Official Gazette in which this 
notification is published are made available to the public. 

Objections or suggestions, if any, may be addressed to the Secretary (Health), Ministry of Health and Family

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with respect to the said draft rules, before 
the expiry of the period as specified above will be taken into consideration by the Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Drugs and Cosmetics (Amendment) Rules, 2007. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their final publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945, in rule 43-A. after the wo-ds “Ranaghat, Bongaon and Mohiassan 
Railway Station: in respect of drugs imported by rail across the frontier with Bangladesh.'' the words “Petrapole Road in 
West Bengal, Sutarkandi in Assam, Old Raghna Bazar and Agartala in i ripura: in respect of drugs and cosmetics imported 
by road from Bangladesh.”, shall be inserted.
